A good pl.ico to start in cookie 
making is old fashioned sugar 
cookie dough and cut it in fancy 
.shapes such ns stars, Christmas 
crocs, etc. These are decorated after 
baking with icing, tiny candies and 
colored cocoanut. 

Sugar cookie dough also may be 
turned into good filled cookies. Mix 
together boiled icing, finely chopped 
prunes and chopped nuts. Put a tea¬ 
spoon of the filling between two un¬ 
baked cookies and bake at 375 de¬ 
grees for 30 to 50 minutes. 

Chocolate cookies are glorified 
with peppermint filling. When 
cookies are cool, put two together 
with a filling made of sifted con¬ 
fectioners sugar, evaporated milk 
and peppermint extract (14 tsp. to 
1 cup sugar.) 

Vary refrigerator cookies by tak¬ 
ing half of the recipe and adding 
melted chocolate. Mix chocolate 
dough with rest of dough but do not 
blend. The result is a pleasing vari¬ 
egated effect.

II No douDt our most disturb¬ 
ing thoughts have come when 
watching turbulent waters carry¬ 
ing away tons of soil during the 
recent storms — visualizing the 
same thing happening all over 
the state. A press releas'3 now on 
our desk from the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, Soil Conser¬ 
vation Service at Berkeley, tells 
us that “one half of the land in 
this country has been damaged 
by erosion, costing the United 
States $3,844,000,000 annually!” 
Good new.s in connection' with this 
huge national problem is to the 
effect that the eight CCC camps 
engaged in erosion control work 
in the state have built 10,000 
permanent dams to control gully 
erosion, 500 miles of farm ter¬ 
races and 400 miles of contour 
furrows and ridges. Also on the 
bright side is the new soil conser¬ 
vation districts act under which 
new soil conservation districts are 
being formed throughout the 
state. 

^ Locally we can get an excel¬ 
lent idea of efficient erosion con¬ 
trol on hillsides from the wattel- 
ing being done by the Forestry 
Service along the slopes which 
border the truck road leading into 
the foothills from Mt. Wilson 
Trail. This is a project really 
worth your Inspection and easily 
accessible . • . Look it over.
